To  the  Right  Worshipful  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors 
of  the  City  of  Chichester. 

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I submit  herewith  my  annual  report  on  the  health  and  sanitary 
circumstances  of  the  City  for  the  year  1972.  Because  of  local  government 
reorganisation  in  April  1974,  the  post  of  medical  officer  of  health  will 
be  abolished  and  this  will  therefore  be  my  last  report  to  you. 

Since  my  appointment  in  April  1956  as  successor  to  Dr.  Michael  Ayres 
(who  died  in  1973)  the  pattern  of  change  in  the  city  has  been  remarkable, 
even  though  the  total  population  has  remained  virtually  unchanged  (19,030 
in  1956,  compared  with  20,830  in  1972).  In  1956  there  were  5,594  inhabited 
dwellings,  whereas  in  1972  there  were  6,967,  an  increase  of  1373  over 
sixteen  years. 

In  1956  it  was  estimated  that  of  the  5,594  dwellings,  over  1700  lacked 
some  or  all  basic  amenities,  this  latter  figure  including  over  400  pre-war 
council-built  houses.  The  1961  census  later  showed  that  978  dwellings  were 
still  without  a fixed  bath,  and  over  1400  still  without  a hot  water  tap,  which 
gave  Chichester  City  the  highest  percentage  of  such  substandard  dwellings  in 
West  Sussex.  During  this  period,  however,  the  health  department  was  actively 
engaged  in  trying  to  improve  the  lot  of  the  persons  living  in  such  properties. 
The  public  health  and  housing  committee  throughout,  gave  their  continuing 
support.  The  remaining  800  houses  without  some  or  all  basic  amenities  will, 
it  is  hoped  have  improvements  carried  out  in  the  near  future. 

The  success  of  the  council's  post-war  housing  activities  is  due  in 
large  part  to  the  energy  and  foresight  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 
Mr.  T.C.  Ward,  who  was  also  housing  manager  from  1946  until  1965,  when  the 
housing  department  separated  from  the  health  department.  During  his  period 
of  office  as  housing  manager  approximately  1300  additional  council  houses 
were  built.  Before  and  since  the  formation  of  a separate  housing  department, 
however  the  city  council  achieved  and  still  retains  a high  reputation  for 
supporting  an  imaginative  and  forward-looking  housing  policy. 

Inevitably,  many  older  houses  have  had  to  be  demolished  and  this  has 
caused  adverse  comment  as  in  some  cases  they  were  outwardly  picturesque 
and  had  a certain  charm  which  harmonized  well  with  the  city's  other  Georgian 
buildings.  It  was  indisputable  that  the  demolished  buildings  were  unfit  and 
could  not  be  made  fit,  and  it  can  be  assumed  that  the  opposition  was  largely 
on  aesthetic  grounds  and  reflected  an  apprehension  that  the  houses  to  replace 
them  would  not  achieve  the  same  aesthetically  satisfying  appearance  as  those 
which  had  had  to  be  demolished. 

It  is  pleasing  to  record  that  the  city  council  has  recently  agreed  to 
landscape  the  Whyke  housing  estate  by  planting  600  trees.  This  long-overdue 
improvement  marks  an  important  step  in  raising  the  environmental  standards  of 
those  parts  of  the  city  which  are  most  in  need. 

It  is  with  real  regret  that  I shall  soon  have  to  sever  my  connections 
with  my  colleagues  and  with  the  committee-members  with  whom  1 have  worked 
for  many  years.  The  work  has  been  rewarding  and,  for  the  most  part,  enjoyable.

SECTION  1 


STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


The  City  is  chiefly  a residential  and  administrative  centre  with  out- 
lying agricultural  parts ^ It  lies  almost  in  the  centre  of  Chichester 
Rural  District,  in  the  coastal  plain  of  West  Sussex,  between  the  South 
Downs  and  the  sea,  which  is  some  seven  miles  from  the  centre  of  the  City. 

Industries  are  varied  in  nature,  and  it  is  the  policy  of  the 
Council  to  concentrate  factories  on  two  industrial  estates,  one  in  Terminus 
Road,  immediately  south  of  the  railway  station  and  the  other  in  Quarry  Lane 
in  the  south  eastern  area  of  the  City.  There  are  no  large  industries  which 
might  have  a prejudicial  effect  on  the  health  of  the  City  inhabitants.

VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION 

The  West  Sussex  County  Council,  as  the  local  health  authority,  is 
responsible  for  immunisation  programmes,  and  with  new  procedures  and 
immunisation  techniques  (and  particularly  the  use  of  a computer  for  routine 
organisational  and  statistical  purposes),  every  encouragement  and  assistance 
is  given  to  parents  to  ensure  that  children  receive  combined  protection 
against  the  more  serious  Infectious  diseases.  Triple  antigen  vaccine 
against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus  has  simplified  the  immunisation 
programme.  Measles  vaccination  is  now  available  routinely  for  children  in 
the  second  year  of  life  and  to  susceptible  children  up  to  school- leaving  age. 

In  July  1971,  the  Secretary  of  State  accepted  the  advice  of  the  Joint 
Committee  on  Vaccination  and  Immunisation  that  smallpox  vaccination  need 
no  longer  be  given  to  children  as  a routine,  because  the  risk  of  serious 
complication  from  vaccination  now  outweighed  the  risk  of  the  British  public 
being  exposed  to  smallpox.  Smallpox  vaccination  was,  therefore,  immediately 
deleted  from  the  county's  current  immunisation  schedule,  and  therefore,  no 
statistics  for  smallpox  vaccinations  and  re-vaccinations  were  included  in  197  2.

The  General  Practitioners’  Chest  X-ray  Referral  Service  is  not  intended  to 
replace,  or  in  any  way  compete  with,  the  facilities  provided  by  the  local  chest 
clinic  or  hospital  radiography  department.  The  aim  is  to  provide  a service 
directly  geared  to  the  needs  of  general  practice  whereby  patients  with  little 
or  no  respiratory  symptoms  may  be  referred  to  chest  X-ray  and  thus  improve  the 
diagnostic  resources  of  General  Practitioners  without  over-loading  the  hospital 
and  chest  clinic.

The  County  Council  operate  a directly- 
administered  service „ A Neighbourly  Help 
Scheme  has  been  brought  into  operation  to 
utilise  the  services  of  neighbours  unable 
to  work  the  set  hours  of  home  helps. 

Facilities  are  available,  either  at  the 
Health  Centre  or  by  general  practitioners 
at  their  surgeries,  for  protective  vaccination 
against  smallpox,  poliomyelitis,  diphtheria, 
whooping  cough,  tetanus,  measles  and  rubella, 
B.C.G.  vaccination  of  school  children  aged 
13  and  over  is  carried  out  (where  parents  so 
desire)  in  those  cases  where  Mantoux  skin- 
tests  have  indicated  an  inadequate  resistance 
to  tuberculosis  infection. 

A directly-provided  chiropody  service  for 
the  aged,  physically-handicapped  and  expectr 
ant  mother  groups  is  available  on  a sessional 
basis , 


Advice  is  available  at  a family  planning  and 
sub-fertility  clinic  held  every  Monday  between 
7 p.m.  and  9 p.m.,  and  every  Thursday  between 
1.30  p.m.  and  4 p.m.,  at  the  Health  Centre. 

Clinics  are  held  on  Monday  and  Wednesday 
evenings  between  5.30p.m.  and  7 p.m.,  and 
Saturday  mornings  between  9 a.m.  and  10.30  a.m., 
at  the  Royal  West  Sussex  Hospital,  Chichester. 
Additional  diagnostic  and  treatment  facilities 
are  available  at  St.  Mary's  Hospital,  Portsmouth 
and  at  Worthing  Hospital. 

One  nursing  home  in  the  City,  with  accommodation 
for  8 medical  or  chronic,  patients  is  registered 
by  the  County  Council  under  Section  187,  Public 
Health  Act,  1936.

( j ) Section  47  - Removal  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention 

During  the  year  it  was  happily  not  found  necessary  to  have  recourse  to 
the  compulsory  powers  for  removal  to  hospital,  etc.,  of  persons  found  to  be  in 
need  of  care  and  attention.  With  the  close  and  ready  co-operation  of  the 
geriatricians  and  medical  social  workers  at  hospitals,  together  with  the  health 
and  welfare  services  of  the  County  Council,  admissions  were  arranged  to  local 
hospitals  by  tactful  persuasion  in  those  difficult  cases  where  patients  were 
not  at  first  prepared  to  leave  their  homes.

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SECTION  IV 


¥ATEF.  SUPPLY 


The  following  report  on  the  City's  water  supply  for  the  year  is  supplied 
by  Mr,  LoJ.  Simpson,  Engineer  to  the  Portsmouth  Water  Company. 

Sources  of  Supply,  Treatment  and  Sampling  Results 

The  public  water  supply  to  the  City  is  all  derived  from  the  chalk  of 
the  South  Downs  by  means  of  wells,  boreholes,  and  adits  at  Fishbourne, 
Funtington  and  Lavant  Pumping  Stations.  The  supply  was  satisfactory,  both 
in  quality  and  quantity,  throughout  the  year. 

The  raw  waters  were  free  from  any  tendancy  towards  plumbo- solvent 
action.  They  underwent  continuous  purification  before  being  pumped  either 
directly  into  the  distribution  system,  or  into  the  storage  reservoir  at  Lavant. 

At  all  three  sources  treatment  consisted  of  the  application  of  chlorine 
in  minimum  quantities  except  at  Fishbourne  where  a higher  dose  of  chlorine 
was  applied  followed  by  de-chlorination  by  sulphur  dioxide  to  a normal 
chlorine  residual. 

All  the  three  Stations  supplying  the  City  are  under  automatic  operation 
with  supervisory  control. 

During  the  year  73  bacteriological  samples  collected  from  the  distribution 
system  within  the  City  were  examined,  together  with  2^5  samples  of  treated  water 
derived  from  the  same  source  but  taken  outside  the  City.  Additionally,  77 
samples  of  untreated  water  were  examined  in  the  Company’s  laboratory. 

Chemical  analyses  were  made  of  13  treated  water  samples  from  within  the 
City,  13  from  outside  the  City,  and  39  raw  waters. 

All  the  samples  of  treated  water  were  reported  to  be  of  the  highest 
standard  of  bacterial  purity  indicative  of  a wholesome  water  suitable  for 
public  water  supply  purposes. 

The  total  hardness  of  the  supply  varied  from  250  p.p.m.  (Funtington 
source)  to  275  p.p.m.  (Fishbourne)  source.  The  average  total  hardness  of 
the  City's  supply  being  260  p.p.m.  of  which  the  permanent  hardness  averaged 
15-20  p.p.m. 

During  the  year  there  were  100  connections  to  the  public  water  supply 
and  23  disconnections,  making  a net  increase  of  77. 

The  number  of  premises  in  Chichester  supplied  from  public  water  mains, 
direct  is  7,659,  This  figure  includes  the  Stockbridge  and  Fishbourne  areas 
just  outside  the  City  boundary. 

The  fluoride  content  of  all  the  raw  waters  is  less  than  0.1  p.p.m. 
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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


Chichester  is  drained  as  far  as  possible  on  the  separate  system  of 
main  drainage  (i.e.  rain  water  is  drained  separately  from  soil  water). 

The  Sewage  Disposal  Works j the  outfall  from  which  discharges  into 
Chichester  Harbour,  are  situated  at  Appledram, 

Cesspool  Drainage 


The  majority  of  houses  in  the  City  are  on  main  drainage,  but  in  the 
unsewered  areas  there  are  approximately  184  properties  with  cesspool 
drainage.  During  the  year  455  emptyings  of  cesspools  were  carried  out 
by  the  Council,  4 free  emptying  being  allowed  per  year  for  each  premises. 

Public  Cleansing 

Trade  refuse  is  collected  from  shops  and  offices  in  the  main  streets 
twice  weekly.  A weekly  domestic  collection  is  operated;  disposal  being 
the  Corporation's  controlled  tip  at  Westhampnett  Road,  where  a programme 
of  in-filiing  of  disused  gravel  pits  is  continuing. 

Street  cleansing  is  carried  out  daily  in  the  main  streets  and  at 
frequent  intervals  in  other  streets  using  a mechanical  sweeper  sup- 
plemented by  manual  orderlies  when  necessary. 


COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES 


There  are  no  registered  common  lodging-houses  in  the  City. 

R^BLIC  MORTUARY 

There  was  a decrease  in  the  number  of  bodies  admitted  to  the  public 
m.ortuary  during  1972.  This  was  due  to  the  fact  that  only  deaths  caused 
by  road  traffic  accidents  are  now  being  received  from  the  Midhurst  and 
Petworth  areas,  the  remainder  being  admitted  to  the  mortuary  at  the 
King  Edward  VII  Hospital.  The  arrangement  is  still  in  operation  for  bodies 
from  the  Chichester  Rural  Districts  to  be  admitted,  mainly  where  post-mortem 
examinations  are  subsequently  carried  out.  The  following  tables  summarise  and 
analyse  the  admissions  during  the  year  1972  and  the  last  five  years.

HOUSING 


Slum  Clearance 


No  clearance  areas  were  declared  or  are  outstanding.  All  houses 
except  five  (retained  for  support),  the  subject  of  previous  clearance 
areas  have  now  been  demolished  and  the  sites  acquired  and  cleared  for 
redevelopment.  Eleven  individual  houses  were  found  to  be  unfit  for 
habitation*  Of  the  seven  vacated,  three  were  or  will  be  demolished  and 
four  reconditioned  with  the  aid  of  improvement  grants. 

Improvement  of  houses 


Improvement  grant  work  continues  at  a steady  pace  - similar  to  that 
of  last  year  - fifty  one  applications  were  approved  and  fifty  four  dwellings 
improved,  as  set  out  below.

In 
such  cases  the  grant  provisions  of  the  Housing  Act,  1969  provide  for 
financial  assistance  to  be  given  in  addition  to  that  provided  for  first  time 
installation  of  amenities.

This  problem,  so  far  as  it  affects  the  City,  was  fully  dealt  with  in 
the  annual  report  for  the  previous  year.  At  that  time  it  was  mentioned  that 
the  planning  department  had  been  informed.  It  would  appear  that  their 
subsequent  action  has  played  a significant  part  in  preventing  further 
proliferation  of  sub-standard  lettings  and  indeed  resulted  in  the  reversion 
to  single  dwellings  in  several  instances. 

The  number  of  houses  known  to  be  in  multiple  occupation  is  now 
eighteen.  A number  of  these  have  all  amenities  for  the  exclusive  use  of 
each  letting  and  with  space  heating  facilities.

In  addition  to  verbal  requests,  one  hundred  and  sixteen  notices  were  served 
on  the  proprietors  of  food  premises  to  carry  out  requirements  found  necessary  to 
comply  with  the  Regulations,,  These  covered  such  items  as  cleansing  and  repair  of 
walls,  floors,  ceilings,  doors,  windows,  equipment,  utensils,  proper  storage  of 
refuse,  personal  cleanliness,  wearing  of  suitable  overclothing,  provision  of  hot 
water  supplies,  and  replacement  of  sink,s  and  wash  basins „ The  number  of  notices 
served  is  considerably  more  than  in  previous  years  and  was  due  to  the  increase  in 
tim.e  spent  on  this  aspect  of  food  hygiene  as  a result  of  the  appointment  of  an 
additional  inspector. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  most  of  the  works  requested  were  completed  and  those 
outstanding  were  receiving  appropriate  attention.  There  are  however  a number  of 
food  premises  which  do  not  fully  meet  the  required  standard  and  arrangements  have 
been  made  to  continue  the  programme  of  inspections  in  the  forthcoming  year. 


There  are  three  restaurants  and  two  "take  away"  food  shops  run  by  Chinese  in 
the  City.  Notices  were  prepared  in  the  Chinese  language  setting  out  the  main 
requirements  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations.  These  were  prominently  displayed 
in  the  respective  kitchens,  for  the  benefit  of  all  food  handlers  employed  in  the 
premises.  The  notices,  it  is  understood,  are  couched  in  direct,  easily  understood 
terms,  leaving  no  doubts  as  to  the  standard  of  hygiene  expected  to  be  maintained. 

No  cases  of  food  poisoning  originating  in  the  City  were  notified  during  the 
/ear.  Two  notified  cases  were  investigated  and  in  both  cases  the  sources  of  salmonella 
Infection  was  of  foreign  origin  = one  from  Spain,  and  the  other  from  Hong  Kong. 

On  notification  from  food  premises,  surrender  notices  are.  issued  for  unsound 
food  which  is  collected  and  disposed  of  at  the  refuse  tip.  Refrigerated  display 
:abinet  breakdowns  again  accounted  for  a large  proportion  of  food  condemned. 

As  in  previous  years,  whenever  the  opportunity  arises,  attention  is  drawn  to 
:he  benefits  of  using  paper  or  plastic  sacks  for  the  storage  of  shop  waste,  in 
)lace  of  less  hygienic  dustbins. 


Food  Complaints

The  purchaser  who  informs  the  public  health  department  when  food  is  considered 
to  be  unsound,  unwholesome,  stale,  or  contains  extraneous  matter  performs  a public 
service.  Following  each  complaint  a complete  investigation  is  made,  not  primarily 
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to  submit  evidence  for  court  proveedings,  but  to  find  out  what  went  wrong  and 
how  to  prevent  a recurrence.

Milk  Supply  and  Milk  Products 

U.  H,  T.  milk  is  sold  in  the  City,  in  addition  to  pasteurised,  homogenised, 
sterilised,  farm  bottled,  Channel  Islands  and  South  Devon  milk.  This  is  milk 
which  has  been  subjected  to  ultra  heat  treatment  (270  F)  for  at  least  one 
second.  It  is  homogenised  and  will  keep  unopened  without  refrigeration  for 
up  to  five  months. 

The  bottling  of  milk  has  been  discontinued  at  the  dairy  in  the  City,  and 
the  plant  is  now  used  for  the  production  of  milk  products.  Approximately 
200,000  gallons  of  milk  per  week  are  received  and  converted  into  the  primary 
product  which  is  cream.  The  separated  milk  is  used  for  the  production  of 
secondary  products  - yoghurt,  cottage  cheese,  buttermilk  and  spray  dried  skimmed 
milk  powder.  The  dairy  is  also  a distribution  depot  for  bottled  milk  received 
from  Southampton. . 

Dealers'  licences  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations,  1960 
are  issued  by  the  West  Sussex  County  Council,  as  the  Food  and  Drugs  authority 
and  operate  for  a five  year  period  from  the  date  of  issue.

Noise  Abatement 

Maximum  permitted  noise  levels  continue  to  be  attached,  where  appropriate 
to  planning  consents,  where  factories  are  to  be  established,  extended  or  change 
of  use  granted  in  or  adjacent  to  residential  areas.  This  is  proving  to  be 
the  most  hopeful  development  to  date,  and  one  that  should  eventually  result  in 
far  reaching  improvement  in  environmental  conditions - 

Comment  has  been  made  in  previous  reports  concerning  the  testing  of 
racing  cars  around  the  perimeter  track  of  an  old  airfield.  The  position 
remains  substantially  the  same  and  many  complaints,  particularly  during  the 
summer,  are  received.  The  problem  is  under  constant  review  but  as  no  action 
is  possible  under  the  Planning  Acts  it  would  appear  that  improvement  in  the 
noise  levels  may  only  be  possible  by  negotiation. 

Plans 


Plans  for  new  buildings  or  improvements  and  alterations  to  existing  ones 
are  referred  to  this  department  by  the  City  Surveyor  where  they  relate  to 
food  premises,  factories  or  offices  and  shops.  Inspections  and  recommendations 
are  then  made  to  ensure  that  any  necessary  alterations  are  incorporated  in  the 
plans  to  comply  with  the  Food  P^ygiene  (General)  Regulations,  1970,  the  Factories 
Act,  1961  and  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963, 

Clean  Air  Acts,  1956/68 


Thirteen  complaints  dealt  with  were  concerned  with  the  burning  of  rubbish 
at  the  rear  of  factory  and  domestic  premises,  and  industrial  outfall  from  dairy 
premises  in  the  form  of  white  milk  powder. 

Five  applications  were  received  under  Section  3,  which  requires  that 
new  furnaces  shall  be,  so  far  as  practicable,  smokeless.  All  were  approved. 

No  smoke  control  areas  exist  in  the  City  at  the  present  time. 
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Deposit  of  Poisonous  Waste  Act  1972  • 


The  Act  came  into  operation  on  the  4th  August,  and  the  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector  was  appointed  as  the  officer  responsible  for 
ensuring  that  the  provisions  of  the  Act  are  complied  with. 

The  Act  has  two  main  features 

(1)  It  makes  it  an  offence  punishable  by  heavy  penalties  to 
deposit  on  land  any  poisonous,  noxious  or  polluting  waste 
in  circumstances  which  could  lead  to  an  environmental 
hazard,  and 

(2)  introduces  a notification  procedure  under  which  persons 
discarding  noxious  wastes  are  required  to  notify  local 
councils  and  river  authorities  in  advance  of  removal.  A 

copy  of  the  notice  must  be  given  to  the  person  who  undertakes 
the  removal  of  the  waste.  Notification,  is  also  required 
if  noxious  wastes  are  disposed  of  within  the  premises  of  the 
firm  in  which  they  are  produced. 

All  50  firms  in  the  City,  likely  to  have  problems  of  waste  disposal 
were  circulated  with  descriptions  of  waste  which  need  not  be  subject  to 
Section  3 notification,  and  specimen  form  A (delivery  to  tips  of  waste 
not  notifiable  under  the  Act)  and  form  B (Notice  of  intention  to  remove 
and  deposit  poisonous  waste) , 

Certain  companies  undertake  removal  of  poisonous  wastes  by  hulk 
tanker  and  this  is  the  principal  method  used  to  remove  chemic  al  products 
- phosphate  sludge,  paint  sludge,  alkaline  cleaner,  copper  chloride, 
sludge  containing  low  levels  of  chrome  and  cyanide,  nitric  acid,  sodium 
hydroxide  - mainly  from,  factories  on  the  industrial  estate. 

Pigeon  Control 

Public  Health  Act,  1961,  Section  74 


Pigeons  continue,  to  foul  and  deface  buildings  in  the  City,  and, 
moreover  carry  a variety  of  diseases  and  create  conditions  which  encourage 
mites,  flies,  carpet  beetles  and  other  pests. 

Trapping  in  the  City  centre  was  continued  but  was  necessary  only  to  a 
lesser  extent  than  in  previous  years  and  some  18  feral  pigeons  were  accounted 
for.  During  the  .past  seven  years  768  have  now  been  caught.  Trapping  was 
unsuccessful  towards  the  end  of  the  year  when  used  on  a roosting  flock  of 
80  pigeons  at  a high  level  in  a disused  warehouse . Arrangements  were  made 
to  use  other  means  to  account  for  these  pigeons  at  the  beginning  of  1973.
